\Great Explosives Plant Escapes Un- 
damaged-—Thousands of Work- 
men Are Made Homeless.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 9.—Fire today 
practically destroyed the boom town of 
Hopewell, twenty miles distant from this 
city. ‘Little is left of value “in the 
“Wonder City’ of 25,000 inhabitants, 
a town of mushroom growth, stimulated 
by the demanes of Europe for, powder. 


It was founded by the~du -Pont de 
Nemours Powder Conipany. 

Tie fire burned itself out late tonight. 
The big explosives. plant escaped dam- 
age. The fire caused no loss. of life. 

Early tonight a rough element began 
the looting of.the ruins. Citizens early in 
the afternoon ~had established armed 
guards, but’ these were powerless io 
muintain order. Appeals were made to 
Governor Stuart to send the militia, and 
orders were issued*at once dispatching 
several companies to the town. Citizens 
of the town just after nightfall detected 
a negro in the act of looting. He was 
hanged just as a special train carrying 
!the Richmond Light Infantry Blues, un- 
der command of Major EL. W. Bowles, 
j and two companies of the Richmond 
; Grays, under command of Major Fulmer 
Bright, reached the town. 

The negro was found carrying off 
elothing from a pile in front of a burn- 
ing store. He was seized at once by 4 
patty of citizens and hurried into a 
pace street. rs

Suspected Spy Held. - 

The fire started at 1:35 o’clock this 
afternoon in a three-story frame build- 
ing on Appomatox Street occupied by a 
Greek as a restaurant. Whether the 
fire was of incendiary or accidental 
origin has not been determined, and 
tewn and State authorities: will make a 
thorough investigation.

» The-arrest of a suspected’German spy 
within the confines of the du Pont plant 
this..morning caused many to believe 
that the fire ‘was no accident. The 
German is held in custody. It is said 
thet the suspected spy had maps-and 


blueprints of the, du Pont plant.in his 
pockets and that he was attempting to 
explode some chemicals in a warehouse 
filled with guncotton ready for ship- 
ment. Officers’ of the vernment w 
have the man in.charge will not verify 
these reports. The name of the prisoner 
is kept secret.

One of thesé depositions: ‘states. positively 
tlat’ the more seriously injured: pagsén- 
gérs were left’ aboard at the last: mo- 
ment to “be: carried down with: the ship. 

“While the ‘United: States has insisted 
heretofore that vessels ‘carrying non- 
combatants be not sunk without warn- 
ing, this:is the. first case which har de- 
veloped ‘the view of the Government as 
to’ what time is considered ample ‘for 
the. purpose of removing passengers be- 
yond the general statement that , all 
passengers should be put. in a place of 
safety,, as provided in the ae 
of London. 

The. position of the United - States is 
understood to be that while: no specific 
time can be settled upon which would 
be. applicable in. all cases,..it is evi- 
dent sufficient time was not allowed 
in this instance. The Ancona is consid- 
ered an extreme case, it being admitted 


| by all sources of information that a 


panic prevailed aboard the ship.

tion of the subject. Those who really 
t militarism, er,- more ..accurately 
stated, those who dread real militarism, 
should be. the strongest advocates of 
reasonablé preparation. . 
the preventive of militarism. If they 
unwisely defeat reasonablé prepared- 
ness, they leave the country in ‘a con- 
dition where the inevitable result of de- 
feat, humiliation’ or acute apprehension 
will be hasty and ill-adv provisions 
to armament far beyond anything 
ch calm reason and wise provision 
would deem necessary. : 

“There will be thosé who assért that 
the proposed policy opposes the. tradi- 
tions of the people and runs counter 
thereto. This is mere assertion; it is 
not the fact, and in truth the fact is to 
the contrary. The proposed policy ‘is 
exactly in keeping with. our ,traditions. 

“There will also ,be those who will 
express regret that the policy hereto- 
fore pugsued, of lack of proper military 
precautions, is to be departed from be- 
cause it has been invaluable as an: ex- 
ample to the rest of the world, and we 
should not remedy the Jack because we 
would then cease to be such an ex- 
ample. It should be. observed, first, in 
considering this point of view, that. it 
entirely overlooks the vital and imper- 
ative duty to ourselves which requires 
that we should protect and defend that 
which we cherish and hold dear, Fur- 
thermore, it overlooks the fact that al- 
though we have been just the example 
that they desire throughout the more 
than a century and a quarter of our ex- 
istence, the results existing in the world 
today do not warrant the belief that 
na example has had any beneficial ef- 
ect.. 

“There are some: who decry taking 
any precautions or making any prepa- 
rations of the military power .of .the 
nation becausé they say.it-will not pre- 
vent war, but will provoke it. Men and 
mations must PS are to meet their re- 
sponsibilities—if it-is inadvisable to de- 
velop strength sufficient-to repel- wrong 
because such developed ‘strength may 
be misused, human nature has indeed 
reached an impassé. Why should’ it be 

resumed that a just man or a just na- 
fion will cease to be just because it has 
the power to unjust? We must 
either trust others. or trust ourselves. 

“ Another stumbling«block:-to some is 
the guegestion that., no preparation 
should -- made and no precaution 
should be taken because’ no one can 
soe mu re may ae Be mat 
and what we. will require to mee . 
Here, n, the-idea embodied in this 
suggestion would stay all -human- prog- 
ress, There’ will be who assert 
that the devastati effects. and the 
horror préduced by the war now bei 
waged make it certain that 
be avoided .for a long: period of time 
after the close of the presént war. 
They will argue that the exhaustion of 
resources and the recollection ‘of -the 
awful suffering will have, the effect of 
deterring nations from.-entering . upon 
war. What basis ds, there: for stich. be- 
lief?

It is surely not nae pag A to 
state the many reasons why this force 
may not be supplied by a regular stand- 
ing army of that number constantly 
under arms.. There is no legal way that 
the: National Guard can, in time o 

eace, be-governed, officered, or trained 

y the National Government, and there 
is no legal way excepting by volunteer- 
ing that it can -be made available to the 
nation in time of war to any greater ex- 
tent than specified in the Constitution, 
which confessedly falls short. of the 
necessary uses to which an army may 
have to be put in the event of a war 
with a foreign nation. 

“*It becomes necessary, therefore, to 
devise some method of making avdil- 
able for the use of the nation in time 
of: war a national force in supplement 
of that part of the national force, to 
wit;.the regular army, which is con- 
stantly under arms; a part of the army, 
in other words, to be raised and main- 
tained by Congress and governed in all 
respect in accordance with its directions. 
When this system is devised and made 
operative the nation would militarily be 
in this situation: It would have, as the 
Constitution provides, an army raised 
and maintained by it, composed of a 
certain number constantly under arms, 
and a very much large number Gotinitely 
identified in rsonnel, provided wi 
equipment and organization, possessed 
of some training, and subject to instant 
call. The States would have the organ- 
ized militia, developed with Federal as- 
sistance to the highest practicable point 
of efficiency, available for the purposes 
8 in the Constitution, and so 
circumstanced that in the event of a 
war with a foreign nation they could, 
by their own volition, immediately take 
their. place with the other military force 
of the nation.” ‘ 


Details of the Program. 


The report takes up in detail the plan 
of military preparation already made 
public and indorsed by President Wil- 
son, and declares the Swiss and Aus- 
tralian systems are founded on Govern- 
mental institutions and. powers differ- 
ing so radically from those in the 
United States that any attempt to adapt 
either to American use would mean 
great delay. 

“The policy as proposed,” says the 
Secretary, ‘‘ provides for the oversea 
garrisons in accordance with the ap- 
proved plan of 1913, and for the pres- 
ence in continental United States of ap- 
proximately 50,000 mobile army troops 
and y coast artillery troops, to- 
gether with the necessary auxiliary 
troops, .&c. The total of the enlisted 
men and officers in the regular army, 
when the plan has been completely car- 
ried_ out, would ,843. 

‘*It.is proposed that the term of en- 
listment in the regular army shall be a 
term of years with the colors and a 
term of years on furlough, during which 
latter period the obligation would be 
to return to the colors in the event of 
war or the imminence thereof. Under 
this scheme there would always be in 
the country a large number of men 
who had been trained in the régular 
army and who, during the period men- 
tioned, would be subject to the call of 
the nation to be placed in the regular 
army or to be held in reserve to. supply 
wastage or to be utilized in whatever 
way was thought best. 

“The plan necessitates the raising of 
the following additional organizations 
and proposes to do this in two fiscal 
years, one-half in the next fiscal year 
and the other in the succeeding one. 
Ten regiments of infantry, four regi- 
ments of field artillery, fifty-two com- 
panies of «coast artillery, fifteen com- 
panies of engineers, four aero squa- 
drons. 

‘* With respect to providing: officers 
and reserve officers, it is proposed tq 
organize a certain number of cadet com- 
panies, to,be attached to regiments or 
other appropriate units of cavalry, field 
artillery, infantry, engineers, coast ar- 
tillery, and signal troops. These cadets 
will be. recruited from the National 
Guard and from students and graduates 
of educational institutions givi mili- 
try instruction as well as those of other 
colleges and universities. They will 
receive special pay, and will engage to 
serve one year in the cadet companies 
and five years in the officers’ r e 
corps if found qualified therefor. Their 
year of service will one of intensive 
trajning, in all positions in the company 
from at of private to that of com- 
missioned officer. On completion of this 
training, if found qualified, they will 
be commissioned in the officers’ reserve 
cerps with such grade as is warranted 
by their respective degrees of pro- 
ficiency. ’ 


400,000 Continentals. 
“It {s proposed to supplement the 
,army that is constantly under arms by 
a force ‘of 400,000 men’ raised in incre- 
ments of 133,000, a year, obligated to 
devote a. specified time to training for a 
period of three years, and then to be on 
furlough for a period’ of three years 
without obligation excepting to return 
to the colors in the event of ‘war or the 
imminence thereof. For the purpose of 


convenience this force has been’ désignat- 
ed the Continental Army. It is proposed 
to recruit it territorially. according) to 
population; to have it subjected to short 
periods of intensive training; and in ad- 


ficers for it from_ those who have served 
in the National Guard, those who have 
served in the United States , 
are no longer upon its active list, and 
those who, by training acquired in col-' 
leges or in other ways, 
have become equipped with sufficient 
military information and experience to 
make them available, and in the ways 
above more particularly described. It is 
the purpose to have the membership of 
this force assembled at convenient places 
and have. there such poe vf the 
Regular Army to assist their training 
as are desirable, and to obtain all the 
benefit which can be obtained from in- 
tensive training over such a period of 
time as is possible. For the purposes of 
the necessary figuring upon costs, &é., as 
well for military reasons, the period 
proposed is two months. It is recog- 
nized, however, that with respect to this 
period of training and other features of 
the plan a final wise determination can 
only be reached after: the fullest inter- 
change of views between those who .col- 
lectively represent the wisdom, experi- 
ence, and knowledge to determine these 
matters properly. 

** With: respect to the National Guard, 
it 18 proposed not only to continue the 
existing assistance rendered by the Fed- 
eral vernment, but to increase it. 
The plan offers to the membership of 
the National Guard every alternative 
which a full recognition of their position 
suggests. With respect to the personnel 
of the guard opporturity is offered, 
either in units or yp tage + to come 
into the Continental Army whenever by 
gh oo of their State they are free 
to do so.

‘“‘For the purpose of ascertaining the, 
pr bation pee with respect to the coast 
defense fortifications, the Secretary of 
War some months ago created a board 
composed of the heads of all depart- 
ments having to do with this subject 
matter. Space and other considerations 
make it undesirable to go into the mat- 
ter as reported upon by, them, in detail; 
it is sufficient to say that they have 
given the entire subject full considera- 
tion, aided by reports and suggestions 
of those on the ground and familiar 
therewith. Under their instructions they 
were\to report upon‘any needed fortifi- 
cations at places where veg do not now 
exist, any change at existing fortifica- 
tions, and any supplements thereto. 
They have prepared elaborate reports 
covering all these points and have sug- 
gésted a total expenditure during the 
next four years of $80,000,000 in annual 
increments of $20,000,000 each. \*_

Duties of Citizenship. 

“With respect to thé annual install- 
ménts of 133,000 men for the Continental 
Army, the question. undoubtedly will be 
frequently asked, Can they be secured? 

There cannot, of 
course, be a categorical answer to this 
question. Nobody knows; but this does 
notin any way alter the course which we 
should pursue. If the’ nation requires 
certain service and offers the most fa- 
vorable opportunity for the citizens to 
furnish such service, and, notwithstand- 
ing that, it cannot secure such service, it 
must then resort to some method of com- 
pelling the service. With respect to the 
Continental force, the .most favorable 
conditions will be provided for the: citi- 
zens to enter its service. The minimum 
of time will be. required, the maximum of 
compensation will be proyided; and if 
the volition of the citizen does not result 
in the securing of the needed number, 
there will be a complete demonstration 
of the inability of any volunteer system 
to produce results. It is certainly not the 
sentiment of this country today that any 
such failure.is possible. It is the wide- 
spread belief that our peoplé realize their 
reppenaibiiy and duty to Bont Govern- : 
ment and will cheerfully arid gladly ren- 
der it. Certainly they must be given the 
opportunity to do\so before there is any 
procedure upon the assumption that they 
will not do so.

TELLS ©F EMPIRE'S LURE 


Says. German-Americans Are Expe- 
rlencing a Homesickness and a Dis- 
gust with Present Surroundings. 


George von Skal, former managing 
editor of the New Yorker Staats-Zei- 
turig, in a recent cable dispatch to Der 
Tag of Berlin says that because of “ dis- 
gust with their present surroundings ” 
la numbers of German-Americans 
will return to the Fatherland after the 
war and once again become subjects of 
the German Emperor. The: Germans 
in America, he tells Der Tag, ‘are 
fighting bravely and are not frightened 


any, kind.” 
The American press, hé adds, is ‘‘ be- 
ginning to express astonishment at the 
unexainpled solidarity of the Gérman- 
American patriots,’’ and he. adds that 
the newspapers are shocked. to find that 
this solidarity extends even to the sec- 
ond and third generation of German- 
Americans in the United States. 
Mr. von Skal is now the head of a 
news service that supplies many Ger- 
man newspapers with American _news. 
He has an office at 5 Beekman Street 
and enother on the twenty-fifth floor 
of 60 Wall Street. ba n Franz von 
Papen,: the German ilitary Attaché, 
whose recall has been requested by the 
Washington Government, has quarters 
in the game office in the Wall Street 
building that Mr. von Skal occupies. 
Mr. von Skal yesterday gave THE 
New YorK TIMES a complete copy of 
his article sent to Der Tag. The ar- 
ticle, which entitled, “The Lost 
Sons,”’ as translated from the German, 
is as follows: 
‘“‘If a person tried to collect ali the 
reproaches that have in the course of 
tirne been directed at the German- 
Americans because of the alleged fact 
that they forgot the Fatherland too 
uickly and did not hold fast to the 
erman ray nen? and customs firmly 
enough, he could fill a whole library. 
This has irritated us many times, and 
we have defended ourselves to the best 
of our ability, but now we are entirel 
willing to bury the past and to thin 
only of the future. 
“Meanwhile it must have become 
known in the German Empire that the 
Germans living here are fighting 
bravely and are not frightened by ma- 
terial sacrifices or any kind of hard- 
Ship when it is a question of opposing 
the enemies of the Fatheriand. If they

The Germans who once upon a time left 
the Fatherland with hatred in their 
hearts aré either all dead or have be- 
come reconciled. The fear that Ger- 
man-Americans might form a disturbing 
political element is entirely baseless. 
And if they once did feel admiration for 
American institutions they have now 
become convinced that they made a big 
mistake when .they cut loose from the 
Fatherland. They admit frankly that 
the form of government, the administra- 
tion, and all other institutions in the 
empire are the best that the mind of 
man has hought out up to the present.

FIGHT ELEVATOR ORDINANCE 


Hotel Men Oppose Law for Safe*y 
Device. 


Opposition to the proposed ordinance 
requiring the installing of automatic in- 
terlocking devices by which an elevator 
cannot move until the doors. are closed 
was made yesterday by Charles A. 
Campbell, who appeared before the Com- 
mittee. on Buildings of the Board of 
Aldermen in behalf of the Hotel Associa- 
tion of, New York. The proposed ordi- 
nance also ‘provides that the “Superin- 
tendent of Buildings shall approve the 
requirements of the new device. 

The Hotel Association believes it to be 
unwise to vest in the Superintendent of 
Buildings, who may or may not be a 
mechanical engineer, the sole authority 
to reject or. accept any device. It also 
holds that the adoption of the ordinance 
will be but the first step in making the 
installation -of «such safety devices 
mandatory in the case of existing ele- 
vators. Mr. Camppell read a letter from 
the engineer who installed the elevators 
in the Municipal Building and who re- 
ported against their: mechanical opera- 
tion. He also cited the case, of an up- 
town hotel’ and department store where 
such a device had en tried out and 
later discarded:, . Rudolph Miller, en- 
gineer of the Committee on Buildings, 
urged the adoption of the proposed ordi- 
nance. The committee will report to the 
Board of Aldermen next Tuesday. 








New Loan Expected to Swell Total 
Soon to $1,000,000,000. 


PARIS, Dec. 9.—Gold.to the amount 
of 62,000,000 francs ($12,400,000) has been 
added to the reserves of the Bank of 
France ‘in the last week.

Mellen had‘put on the | 
history of the New York, New Haven, & ! 
Hartford Railroad Company. to-.witid-up 
his cross-examination. He had been 
hardly ‘more than three days subject to 
their. questioning. : 

CHarles. F. Choate, who conducted the 
cross-examination, in a few questions 
obtained. from him the theory of the 
defense. 

‘“Did you at \jany time conspire with 
any one whatever to effect a monop- 
oly?”’ he was asked. 

“‘I-never conspired in any.way, shape, 
or manner,” came the emphatic answer. 
‘““T was trying to build up for: New 
England an efficient system of trans- 
portation to obtain mileage .so :as to 
make it possible to distribute the cost 
of .the terminals, which was tremen- 
dous; over as large a mileage as pos- 
sible. . 

‘We had no preconceived idea as to 
how this was to be brought about. Each 
day’s work brought for myself and the: 
Directors numerous matters for consid- 


eration, and the next day brought some. 
other thing. It was a process of evolu- 
tion. I do not know but that we should 
all have ;been scared to death if we had 
appreciated in our first step what. the 
last step was to be.’ 

‘tf You called New England a terminal 
yard,’’ said Mr. Choate. ‘‘ Please ex- 
plain that a little more fully.”’ ; . 


‘+ New England’s Needs. } 

‘‘ With ‘all the 6,000 or 7,000 -miles.:of. 
railroad’ controlled by the New Haven, 
at the time of. my retirement’ the av- 
erage haul of freight was not to exceed | 
ninety-five miles. For that -we had to; 
provide expensive terminals to take care, 





cisco to Boston. We could not do that 
with so short a haul. The cost of these’ 
terminals had to be distributed over a 
large mileage. There was a demand:on 
the part. of the public for more, con— 
Stantly more, and we tried to meet it.’’- 

With a large map of the Un:ted States 
with the great trunk lines marked upon. 
it to illustrate-his point, Mr. Mellen as- 
serted that New .England needed cen, 
efficient transportation system almost 
béyond any other section, and if it was 
to .retain its industrial supremacy its 
manufacturers must have equality of 
rate and cheapness of raw material. --: 

As a matter of fact, however, Mr. 
Choate brought out that of the railroads 
in the States of New England and New 
York and New Jersey, the States men- 
tioned in the indictment, the New 
Haven never controlled more than 37 
per cent. of the mileage, 12.7 per cent. 
of the freight moved, and 28.8 per cent. 
of the passengers carried. Even in New 
England itself the New Haven was re- 
sponsible for only 74.4 per cent. of the 
mileage, 79 pér cent. of the freight 
movements, and 79.8 per cent. of the 

assengers carried. Of the trolley lines 

n the New England States,’ the New 
Haven controlled 31.6 per cent., and in 
all. the States mentioned in the indict- 
ment 17.9 per cent. . 

As Mr. Choate finished, De Lancey 
Nicoll read to Mr. Mellen the names of 
sixty-four persons mentioned as con- 
spirators in the indictment, and asked 
him to state who they were and what 
positions they had held. Among_ them 
were such men as J. P. Morgan, George

‘CALL ELLIOTT TO TESTIFY. 


New Haven’s President Explains 
Ontario & Western Policy. 


~ Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Dec. 9.—The Public: Service 
Commissioners. this morning, continuing 
their investigation of the. expenditures 
and investments of the New York, New 
Haven &* Hartford Railroad Company, 
took up the real estate holdings in Bos- 
ton and the value of the company’s hold- 
ings in the New York Connecting Rail- 
road. 

President Elliott testified that the gen- 
eral policy of the New Haven. was to sell 
its real estate that it did not need for 
railroad purposes. The road had been 
trying for some time to sell property, he 
said, but on account of the sluggishness 
of the real estate market, it had not been 
possible to dispose of any iarge part 
of it. : 

The commission then made some inqui- 
ries regarding the New York, Ontario & 
Western Raiiroad, which is controlled by 
the New Haven Railroad. President 
Elliott, Vice President E. G. Buckland, 
Vice President Benjamin Campbell, and 
J. M.-Tomlinson were questioned. 

President Elliott said that the property 
was acquired because it afforded a direct 
route between the anthracite coal fields 
and New England. The coal supply of 
New England was protected by this 
route, he said. 

‘“‘The time may come when the trunk 
lines to the West have all the. business 
they can handle and will not be anxious 
to. take freight that does not originate on 
their own lines,’’ he continued. ‘‘ In that 
case, a rail and water jroute by the New 
Haven and Ontario Western to the 
great lake ports would become an impor- 
tant carrier. I do not expect a condition 


like this to arise within ten or fifteen 


years, but it may eventually come. There 
Was a time when the Erie was laughed at 
as a carrier of freight tv the West, but 
now it is becoming a very important car- 
rier.”’ 

‘In-spite of possible future advantages 
Mr. Elliott said that the present board of 
New Haven Directors would be willing to 
dispose of the Ontario & Western if the 
New Haven could do so without a sacri- 


‘fice.

MAY GET DYE IMPORTS. 


State Department Pushes Fight in 
Interest of Textile Men. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The State; 
Department is striving to facilitate the 
shipment of dyes from Germany for silk 
and textile manufacturers and others 
whose business is seriously embarrassed 
by shortage of these commodities. In 
response. to representations made: by 
Secretary Lansing the British Govern- : 
ment has now given assurances that it! 
will consent to allow al] the dyes to 
come forward that are necessary to 
take care of the needs of America in- 
dustry. .These assurances were given 
ser e grime t suf . 
ut this is not sufficient to r y 
the situation. It so happens that the | 
German Government has been refusing’! 
to allow dyestuffs to. come forward un- 
less American cotton .be allowed to go 
into Germany in return. However, cot- 
ton is on the British list of absolute 
contraband, and it was learned today 
that Great Britain was determined to 
keep it there. The British Government 
would. about as willing to permit 
gunpowder to be shipped into Germany 
as to allow cotiun to go there. 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin has been 
endeavoring to perfect an arrangement 
with the German Government whereby 
dyestuffs sufficient to supply American 
industry may be shipped io this 
country, on_the basis of the assurances 
given the British Government that it 
will not interpose any obstacles to such 
shipments if they are made.

PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 


A Brahms Aimphony and a New 
Work: by Sibelius Played. 


The concert’ of the Philharmonic So- 
ciety last evening in Carnegie Hall was 
notable’ for ‘the ‘first’ performance, in 
New- York of a new orchestral compo-' 
sition .by Jean Sibelius, the, Finnish 
composer, and also for a performance 
of Brahms's second. symphony ‘in 
Time’ was when the inclusion of a work 
ef Brahms in a program of. the Phil- 
harmonic Soctety was not so rare as 
to be cons.dered ‘an extraordinary oc- 
currence;* but as the number of the 
Philharmonic’s concerts -has increased; 
the representation of Brahms in its 
repertory has dwindled ,to nearly noth- 
ng.‘ Not only has Mr. Stransky shown 
that his sympath-es lie in- other .direc- 
tions, but no wealthy benefactor has 
subsidized performances of music by 
Brahms. 

It. could not be said that. last evening's 
performance of the symphony was cal- 
culated to exhibit any communion with 
Brahms’s spirit on the part of the con- 
ductor, or to stimulaté and hold public 
-‘fhterest-in this symphony, wh.ch oyght 
to’ have much allurement. “The-orches- 
tra. played it in 3 manner. deserving 
ef praise technically. The .playing was 
clear-cut. THe tone was clear and-trans- 
jJucent and at’ most points well balanced. 
But Mr. Stransky’s. reading -was oné 
with very. littl apprec.ation of the 
warmth. the poetry, the grace, and ‘ro- 
mantic feeling of the music. H's tempos 
were metronomically rigid and inelastic; 
even to the point of disregarding cer- 
tain expl eit direct.ons, of the ‘score. to 
the contrary effect. The result: was a 
failure to. present. the composition in 
we light of its real meaning and ‘beauty. 

Which ‘is unfortunate, in view of the 
Yarity .of the opportunities given to sub- 
scribers of the. Philharmonic Society 
nowadays to listen to Brahms. 

e néw composition by, Sibellus is 
entitled ‘‘ Die. Okeaniden.’’. It is his 
Opus 73, was preset this year, and 
must be done “of his latest compositions. 
It was produced for the first time in 
this country last-year at the festival of 
the Litchfield County Choral Union at 
Norfo'k, Conn., and is dedicated to Mr: 
and Mrs. Carl Stoeckel, the founders of 
the Choral’ Union. 

At this performance Sibelius, who came 

to this country to be present at the 
festival, conducted it. The Oceanidae 
were sea'nymphs, daughters of Oceanus 
and Thetis. The music is.a purely im- 
pressionistie piece,.gently stimulating. 'to: 
the imagination of thosé who are will; 
ing to see in it’ the sporting | 6f: se 
n¥mphs° and. thé: sea. ine :itx.dreamily 
smilitig.aspect; Jtg specifically.:musical 
substance. is of,.the slightest ; but the’ 
composer ‘has’ ‘skétched - his © picture in 
iridescent dnd shimmering’ colors that 
have much charm of their own, 
The other numbers. of the program, 
which enlisted the seryices of no solo'st, 
were Beethoven’s ‘‘ Egmont ’’ overture, 
Dvorak’s brilliant ‘‘ Scherzo Capriccio- 
so,’’ and Liszt's symphonic poem, : ‘‘ The 
Battle of the-Huns,’’ which Mr. Stran- 
sky has several times played before.

Case—*"Professionalism”’ 
Not Serious. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 9.—Though 
Trinity College does not admit that it 
Was at fault in playing George Brickley 
on the football team during the past 
Season, thereby creating one of the most 
disrupting conditions that has ever oc- 
curred. in college athletics, it is prob- 
able that another season will see a mod- 
ified -rule-.adopted at the Hartford. in- 
stitution which shall find no disfavor 
with any. of. the colleges that objected 
to the playing code of Trinity this year. 

In discussing the Brickley case in The 
+Yale*Daily News, President Henry Per- 
kins of Trinity intimates that such -a 
but he does not 
withdraw from the stand that a student 
in -g00d standing in his college work 
should. be eligible to the athletic teams, 
‘eventhough there may be a minor de- 
gree of. professionalism.: On the. other 


* Rand; it ts admitted that a man who' 


 has‘played. on a league team should be 
\ barred. His entire argument is based 


‘on. the fact that there are varying de-, 


gress of professionalism, and he is op- 


_ posed to any such stringent. interpreta- 


tion of amateurism as is now defined 
at Yale. 

President Perkins aie believes that 
there are other evils in college athletics 
more pronounced than the minor pro- 
fessionalism. He cites the case of those 
students who receive scholarships and 
Uké considerations, of a definite mone- 


tary value, for playing on athletic teams, 


and’ yét are permitted to hold a place 
as.clean. amateurs. It’is better, he con- 
_ tends, to have no eligibility rule than! 
one that.can be evaded or which tends 
to generate a spirit of hypocrisy. 

In ‘his discussion of the subject Pres- 


ident” Pe,kins: says in part: 


“Trinity has always felt *that.a man 
should be abie to earn money by playing 
Summer baseball, provided: it did not 
consist. of the extremely professional 
kind. But for the futute we hope to 
have some rule whereby the obejction- 
able type of professional baseball. will 
bar a man from participating in college 
athletics. 

“In my opinion it.is better to have 
no, eligibility rule whatsoever, than to 
have a rule which is likely to be evaded 
and to generate a spirit of hypocrisy. 
The present eligibility rule at Yale 
seems to me too ‘harsh when it is car- 
ried: out to its logica] extreme. In the 
first place it bars a man from earning 
an honest and -honorable means of live- 
Mheod, arid secondly, because it does 
plaée him in a position where he some- 
times has to play the. hypocrite. I hope 
to see the time come when the colleges 
can agree on a modification of the 
eligibility rule so that. a man who is 
enrolled as a pona-fide student can se- 
eure part of his necessary financial 
means by playing Summer baseball of 
the: unobjectionable type.”

OFFICIALS VIOLATE. 
AMATEUR RING CODE 


A. A. U. Secretary Instructs 
Judges to Give Decisions 
in Boxing Bouts. 


Violations of the amateur rhiles gov~- 
erning boxing exhibitions have been 
called to the attention of Secretary 
Frederick W. Rubien of the Amateur 
Athletic Union, dnd yestetday he issued 
instructions to judges and referees of 
amateur tournaments ‘and interpreted 
the sections of the code which are most 
frequently overlooked by the officials. 

In the City Athletic Club amateur 
tournament last week one of the bouts 
was very close, and one of the two 
judges requested the referee to order 
another round. 

This was a breach of the rules, ac- 
cording to’ the interpretation given yes- 
terday by Mr. Rubien. It is the duty 
of each judge to make a choice be- 
tween one contestant or the other, re- 
gardless of how close the bout might 
be, as there is no such thing as a draw 
in A. A. U. rules. Only the réferee has 
the authority to order an extra round 
of two minutes for a decision. He also 
may decide a bout if the judges fail to 
agree on the winner. 

The attention of club officials is also 
called to the recent’ change in the box- 
ing and wrestling rules regarding the 
manner of drawing. Under. the old 
rules it was necessary to redraw after 
each preliminary round to determine 
who should compete in the following 
contests. Under the new rulés agopted 
at the annual ‘meeting of the Amateur 
Athletic Union it is only necessary to 
draw once, and the tournament auto- 
matically proceeds to the final bout. 
[he men receive numbers on the first 
araw, and the winner of the exhibition 
between one and two, clashes with the 
victor’ in the contest which brings 
three and four together.
